The 
boy had perfect freedom and could 
leave and enter the house whenever 
he desired to do so. 

‘Askedoby the Magistrate’ why he 
did not go back.to his uncle's 
house, the boy replied that, he did 
not want to do so as he feared a 
beating, and ‘besides. he was dis- 
gusted, : " 

The Magistrate’ remarked to Ins- 
pector Grant, who was prosecuting, 
that it seemed perfectly clear that 
the boy ran away from his home. 
It was not an offence to harbour 
such a boy; but in the case of girls 
it, would be tn offence. “To con- 
viet the defendant it had to be
